El Paso. Tex.. January 16. — The largest Sunday 
crowd of the season was in attendance at Terrazas 
Park yesterday, tin* chief feature being the running 
of i lie Havieora Handicap at one and an eighth 
miles, attracted one of the best fields racing here. 
The race was locally conceded to injury, despite 
his heavy i:*qn*st of 150 pounds, although Wade 
McLcmore’s good mare Meadow* was considered to 
have an excellent chance at the weights. The race 
resulted iu a great disappointment so far as the 
lavorite was concerned. iieing outpaced throughout. 
Meadow found no difficulty in winning and incident- 
ally reduced the track record for Hie distance by 
four-fifths of a second, winning with comparative 
ease in 1:31?. 

The remainder of the races were -well contested 
and. although but one favorite succeeded in scoring, 
the winners were more or less well hacked. 

Jockey J. Held has signed a contract with Rowell 
& Parker and in future will do the riding for that 
stable. 

Sam Franks cut in today after a short layoff and 
added to tin* liveliness of the ring. 

C. B. ( low departed for Salt Lake yesterday, 
matters of importance regarding racing there the 
coining summer making his presence in that city- 
necessary. 

At the conclusion of the last race. Cliapnl topee, 
tin* winner, was bid up to $803 by J. Pinkstaff and 
was retained.

The racing situation in the State of New York 
is still in the air. The Jockey Club is moving 
slowly under the eircu instances, but it is said tlmt 
soon there will be a determined effort to re-establish 
the sport. The turf solons have no idea of asking 
the legislature for relief, it is said, but are going 
to ask the courts to interpret the new* laws which 
caused the tracks to call off the fall meetings last 
year. If the directors’ liability law is declared un- 
constitutional as the result of a number of civil 
suits now pending, it is- confidently expected that 
racing will be resumed on April 15 without regard 
for the law that prohibits “bookmaking with or 
without writing.” Racing men regard that, measure 
as something of a joke and say that it does not alter 
the conditions which prevailed last season.
